NO  FURTHIE  REDUCTION  IN  WORK  RELIEF 


With  the  transfer  of  41,020  persons  from  Work  Relief  to  Direct 
Relief  during  the  week  ending  March  9,  Robert  L.  Johnson,  Executive  Director, 
State  Emergency  Relief  Aclnini  strati  on,  has  announced  that  there  is  no  need 
to  reduce  Work  Relief  in  Pennsylvania  further.  On  March  9th,  31,413  persons 
•were  actually  employed  on  Work  Relief  projects.  83,352  v;ere  listed  on  Work 
Relief  rolls.  The  Work  Relief  position  is  now  satisfactory,  >and  can  be  net 
by  the  funds  to  be  made  availa.ble  for  the  Sta.te  by  the  Federal  Emergency 
Relief  Administration  in  Washington.  These  funds  will  bo  slightly  in  excess 
of  20  -million  dollars  for  the  month  of  March. 

During  the  week  ending  March  9th,  14,435  applications  for  relief 
v/erc  filed.  Persons  on  relief  increased  1,609  from  1,719,943  on  March  2nd, 
to  1,721.552. 

Expenditures  during  the  v;oek  amounted  to  $4,019,107.18,  a decree.se 
of  $221,317.02  from  the  week  previous,  v.^hen  the  bill  v;as  $4,240,424.20.-- 
$2,684,072.52  went  for  Direct  Relief  and  $1,334,434.66  for  'Work  Relief. 

Average  costs  per  family  were  reduced  12  cents  in  'the  case  of 
Direct  Relief  and  22  cents  for  'Work  Relief,  or  ’co  $7.25  and  $12.56  respective- 
ly-

For  Speakers'  use  from  March  18,  1955  to  March  04,  1955  inclusive. 

Last  week  the  State  of  Pennsylvania  started  the  purchase  of  18,000  bushel 
of  potatoes  from  all  counties  in  Pexansylvania  reporting  a potato  surplus.  They 
will  be  distributed  through  the  regi.ilar  retail  outlets  to  persons  on  Direct 
Relief.  This  vdll  amount  to  about  one  fifteen  pound  sack  per  relief  fa.mily. 

The  potatoes  purchased  will  bo  strictly  #1  U.  S,  inspected,  which  means  that 
they  must  be  not  less  than  1-7/8  inches  and  free  from  decay,  hollov/  heart  and 
other  defects.  Tiie  price  the  State  will  pay  is  sixty-nine  cents  per  hundred 
weight  f.o.b.  the  deliver;)''  points  - Pittsburgh,  Vfilkes-Barre,  John.stown, 
Philadelphia,  Erie  and  York. 

The  results  of  an  investigation  into  dual  emp-loyment  by  the  State  Relief 
Admi.ni  strati  on  v/ere  announced.  In  no  case  were  there  found  to  be  more  than  two 
persons  of  the  same  family  on  the  payroll,  and  cases  reported  amo'unted  to  246, 

In  other  words,  123  people  were  liable  to  dismissal.  All  of  these  persons  were 
dismissed  or  v/ill  be  as  soon  cas  the^^  can  be  replaced,  with  the  exception  of  8. 
These  8 exceptions  were  taken  because  it  ?/as  found  that  the  combined  earnings 
of  the  two  persons  in  the  same  family  v/ere  less  than  $35.  a v;eek,  and  that  the 
income  earned  W'as  the  sole  support  of  families  of  from  five  to  twelve. 

Added  emphasis  was  give'n  to  the  ruling  of  October,  1933,  in  which  it  was 
stated  that  wages  of  persons  on  Work  Relief  cannot  be  atta.ched  for  payments  of 
debt.  The  earnings  from  Work  Relief  are  carefully  audited  to  insure  the  most 
benefit  to  the  most  people  which  naturally  limits  their  earnings  to  amounts 
which  are  no  more  than  adequate  for  the  necessities  of  life.  To  require  that 
a person  pay  a back  indebtedness  vdth  funds  which  are  given  him  by  uhe  State 
for  his  support  would  defeat  the  purpose  of  Emergency  Relief.

RELIEF  ROLLS  INCREASE  1,752 


Statistics  for  the  week  ending  isiarch  16  show  that  the  number  of  persons 
receiving  relief  in  Pennsylvania  increased  1,752,  from  1,721,120--  to  ],,722,872, 
The  increase  during  the  iceck  before  was  1,177*--  persons.  The  number  of  ca.ses 
was  454,598.  14,741  families  applied  for  relief  during  the  Tieek. 

Families  supported  on  Direct  Relief  numbered  403,066,  and  the  Direct 
Relief  expenditure  v/as  *4^^878,418,25.  Work  Relief  cost  $688,838.22  and  supported 
51,532  families.  23,977  persons  were  actually  working  during  the  iveek.  Average 
weekly  grants  amounted  to  $7.14  per  family  on  Direct  Relief,  and  $15.37  per 
family  on  Work  Relief. 

The  complete  statistical  report  for  all  v/eeks  since  December  1,  com- 
piled by  the  Division  of  Research  and  Statistics,  State  Emergency  Relief  Admin- 
istration, is  attached.

Bcgimiing  last  Monday,  March  18,  all  persons  on  Direct  Relief  who 
accept  p>rivatc  or  Vifork  Relief  employment  arc  eligible  for  return  to  Direct 
Relief  as  soon  as  tliat  employment  ceases.  Persons  offered  enploynent  for 
v/hich  they  arc  qualified  ond  who  refuse  to  accept,  must  appear  before  a 
Board  to  explain  their  refusal,  under  a penalty  of  being  removed  from  the 
Direct  Relief  rolls.  Persons  on  Direct  Relief  offered  enploynent  will  re- 
port that  fact  to  the  local  Emergency  Relief  Administration  office,  and  will 
be  given  an  Automatic  Rcinsta.tenent  Certificate,  On  the  termination  of  on- 
ploynent,  the  employer  or  his  agent  will  endorse  the  Reinstatement  Certificat 
and  the  person  will  be  automatically  returned  to  Direct  Relief  as  of  the  day 
employment  ceased.
